Applicant's response to the Office Action of "6/29/01 is noted, however, 
the reply filed on 12/10/01 is not fully responsive to the prior Office action 
because of the following matter (s) : this application fails to comply with the 
requirements of 37 CFR 1.821 through 1.825 as set forth previously. It appears 
that certain SEQ ID NOs are not used consistently in the specification and/or 
do not concur between the specification and the Raw Sequence Listing or 
Figure's. For example , the specification at page 4 has been amended to indicate 
that both the polynucleotide and polypeptide sequence of Figure 1 are SEQ ID 
NO: 1 - which is listed in the RSL as a polynucleotide. At page 10 SEQ ID NO: 
5 is indicated to be a polypeptide (Line 6) arTd-ra-lso as a polynucleotide (Line 
9) . Further, numerous proposed amendments have not been entered because it 
appears that Applicant's copy of the specification differs from that submitted 
to the Office. In its current form, the instant application is impossible to 
examine on the merits. It is suggested that a substitute specification be 
submitted.
